‘*Prosiding oyor an establishment like 
this makes sad havoc with the features, 
my dear Miss Pecksniffs,” said Mrs, Tod- 
gers. ‘The gravy alone isenough to add 
20 years to one's age, I do assure you, 
The anxioty of that one item, my dears, 
keeps the mind constantly upon the 
stretch,” 

Judging from the curious mixtures 
served as grayies in this country many 
an American housekeeper might sympa- 
thize with Mrs, Todgers. 

Gravy, pure and simple, is the juice 
and fat of the meat extracted in the pro- 
cess of cooking and carving. 

The origin of the word is uncertain, 
though itis probably derived from the 
same root as ‘‘ grease.” se 

SAUCES A SOURCE OF VARIETY. 

A ‘‘sauce” is possible when there is 
no gravy, for it may be made of any ex- 
traneous substances which may improve 
the flavor of the meat. 

The ingredients required for most, 
sauces are fat, liquid, thickening aud 
seasoning, 

Tho fat may be that belonging to the 
meat or butter or oil or cream. 

The liquid is stock, or water, or milk, 
or fruit juicos. 

The thickening may be flour or any 
starchy substance, an arrow root, corn 
starch, or may be bread crumbs, or eggs, 
or vegetable pulps, 

he seasoning may include salt, the 
standard condiments. and many meat, 
fish and vegetable flavors. Instead of 
mingling too many, it is better to use to- 
day 4 pinch of sweet herbs, to-morrow a 
pinch of chopped onion, and next 
time a little parsley or strained tomato. 

A general formula which will cover 
most sauces calls for one rounding ta- 
blespoonful of fat; one rounding table- 
spoonfnl of flour and one cupful of li- 
quid. Vary with common sense; for ex- 
ample, ifthe liquid be cream use less 
fat; if it is tomato or onion pulp, less 
flour will be required. 

This is the process: Melt the fat in 
a suitable agate sancepan, put in the 
flour, stir till the mixture bubbles all 
over, cool slightly, then gradually add 
the hot liquid, beating in each addition 
before putting in more. 

The constant beating renders the sauce 
smooth and glossy as nothii g else can 
make it, 

Tfit should not be of the right thick- 
ness—if too thin, cookslowly for a few 
moments; if thick, add more liquid. 

Next, season it tosnit the taste. Pow- 
dered seasonings, like salt, pepper and 
mustard,may be mixedwith the dry flour 
before it is putin the fat, Chopped onions 
may be fried in the fat before the flour 
isadded. In generalitis better to sea- 
son mildly than too highly. Such sea- 
sonings asmushrooms, lobster, celery, 
shtimps, capers, etc,, are previously pre- 
pe and put into the sauce not long 

efore serving. 

SEVERAL STANDARD SAUCES, 

There are two foundation sauces, the 
white and the brown, or as the French 
say, blanc and raux. 


sauce. When roasting no-water should 
be put in the pan ainiie there is fi coer 
of tho drippings in the pan burning near 
the completion of the process, 

__ If water has not been added, the liquid 
in the pan when the meat is taken up 
consists of fat with a browned sediment 
hon a roast has been rubbed with 
flour some of it is washed off by basting 
and settles with the juices under the fat. 
After tho fat is drained off afew spoon- 
fuls of gravy may be made by the addi- 
tion of a little water and no more thick- 
ening, Usually, however, more gravy 
is wanted. In that case after removing 
the bulk of the fat pnt a pint of hot 
water in the pan and let it stand on top 
of the stove for a few moments to soften 
any dried juices which may adhere; 
then scrape off every bit, for this is che 
stock for the gravy. Now take four 
level spoonfuls of the warm fat in a 
saucepan, cook with it two roundin, 
set of flour, and gradually add 
the stock and season with salt and pep- 
per. This is far easior than to make the 
Gravy in the dripping pan, or to mix the 
flour with cold water, 

Remomber that there is probably an 
excess of fat which should ba saved for 
other purposes and that water must be 
added to dissolve the dried juices and 
thus form the liquid necessary for the 
gravy. Such a gravy will be brown and 
BEYORY, without too much fat or thicken- 

iB. 


POINTS TO REMEMBER, 
Any sauce or gravy thickens while 
cooling—even the short time between 
cooking and serving makes a noticeable 
difference, and this will guide you in 
the use of flour, Allowance must also 
be made for the evaporation which takes 
place if a saucepan of gravy is suffered 
to stand for a few moments uncovered. 

The gristly, bony portions, trimmed 
from raw meats, covered with cold 
water, soaked and then cooked slowly, 
will give a nutritious foundation fora 
gravy or sauce; if cooked and served 
with the meat nothing would be gained 
from these portions. 

Gravy may not qnite take the place of 
meat, but it certainly renders a smaller 
quantity necessary, and therefore must 
be regarded as an economical addition. 

Also many of the sauces may be looked 
upon as condensed soups, andif acupful 
should be left oyer one day it can be 
thinned with milk or stock and seasoned 
to serve as a soup for the next day. 
Small remainders can always be used to 
advantage in warming potatoes and 
hashes.—St. Louis Republic. 

KCEPS BCES IN HER BEDROOM. 
A Staton Island Girl Who Finds the Indus- 
trious Insects Quiet Companions. 

There isa girlin Staten island who 
has kept a hive of bees in her bedroom 
during the-winter. She recently told an 
Eyening Sun man that they were the 
most unobjectionable of companions. 
They were qniet, orderly and attend 
strictly to their own affairs. When the 
warm weather comes they will be sent 
out doors, where there are beds of mig- 
nonette and other sweet-scented flowers, 
which the bees fully understand are 
planted for their especialuse. This hive 
of bees is the nucleus of her contemplat- 
ed bee farm. Last summer they supplied 
her weekly with thirty-six pounds of 

honey. For each pound of honey she re- 
ceived 80 cents. The profits of bee 
keeping are great, the cost small. The 
labor of honey raising has been ma- 
terially lessened for the bees by 
modern improvements, and they 
seem proportionately grateful. The 


For the white sauce the flour and 
butter are cooked together without 
browning, and the liquid is either milk 
or white stock from veal or chicken. 

Brown sauces are easily made by first 
browning the fat, then adding the flour 


and letting that brown, and when the 
right shade of color is gained adding 
the liquid. Butter browns sooner than 
other fats. A few drops of caramel will 
intensify the color if the liquid has been 

utin too soon. For the liquid for 

rown sauces use brown stock from 
beef or mixed meats. Tomato sauce re- 
quires strained tomatoes, orpart tomato 
partstock for liquid. 

Hollandaise of Dutch sauce is usually 
thickened wholly by eggs, after the 
style of a custard; but often one or two 
yolks are added to a plain white sauce. 

he season is usually acid. The liquid 
may be water, milk or white stock. 

A bread stock is made differently; the 
white crumbs are cooked in the milk 
and no other thickening is needed, Sea- 
son with salt, pepper, butter and onions. 
Tf too thick reduce with milk, Mayon- 
naise dressing with the addition of yar- 
ions pickles and seasonings becomes tar- 
tar sauce. 

Maitre d’hotel butter is another cold 
sauce capable of variation by use of 
anchory paste or pounded lobster coral, 
chopped parsley, chives and many other 
flavoring materials, 

SAUCES FOR LAMB AND MUTTON. 

Caper sauce to serve with boiled mut- 
ton is prepared by adding a tablespoon- 
ful of capers to each cupful of white 
sauce made with milk, water or stock. 
LT have often been asked what ‘‘capers” 
fre and where they come from, The 
capers are the unexpanded lower buds 
of a beautiful, trailing shrub, a native 
of the countries bordering on the Medi- 
terranean, ‘These are gathered daily, 
from spring to winter, packed in salt 
and vinegar and at the end of the 
veason repacked in wine vinegar 
and marketed. Their natural col- 
or is a grayish green, sometimes 
made brighter by copper, which is, of 
course, highly undesirable. They re- 
quire no cooking and should not be 
chopped, as this injures the appearance 
of the sauce. Some of the vinegar in 
which they were pickled or a little lemon 
juice is often added to the sauce. 

When capers are not attainable 
chopped cucumber jet in like pro- 
portion, may be added to a sauce for 
meat or fish. 

Mint sauce differs from the others 
here described and really should be 
classed with the ketchups and relishes, 
since it does not depend upon the meat 
juices, nor upon a thickened foundation. 

The variety of mint preferred for sauce 
is the spearhead or spearmint, though 
peppermint is sometimes used, It 
should be young and fresh, well washed 
and drained, or dried on a cloth, Then 
the leaves are finely chopped by foldin, 
them close together mel shaving of 
thin slices with a sharp knife, then fold- 
ing again and cutting in‘the opposite 
direction 

The chopped mint is then mixed with 
sugar, cither brown, granulated or pow- 
dered—the latter extracting the juices 
more rapidly. After this has stood for 
atime vinegar is added and the whole 
left for an hour or two before serving. 

The proportions may be varied, but 
this is a good average: One-half oupful 


chopped mint, one-fourth cupful stgar, 
' one-half cupful vinegar

bees no longer make their own cells, 
which are produced by machinery out 
of wax. These artificial cells are placed 
in the hive and the bees seem to be glad 
to get rid of the labor of making them. 
Immediately they get to honey making. 
This business they conductalone. When 
the cells are full the hive must be 
watched from without, lost the bees be- 
gin sealing them up, which they doin 
order to lay up their winter's food. To 
guard against this, additional cells are 
put on top of the hive, called supers. 
in these the bees deposit their extra 
store, and this is reserved for their win- 
ter outfit. When the bees begin to seal 
the cells the box is remoyed, a small 
machine is put inside which is set vic 
brating, and this ‘empties the cells of 
their honey, which is drawn off, and the 
cells, haying been drained, are put back 
to be refilled. This young woman says 
that her bees know her, and are as tame 
to her hand as doves. The occupation 
of honey making has proved pleasurable 
and profitable.

DEATH OF CAPTAIN PORTE. 

Capt. Jonathan A. Porte died at his resi- 
dence, Trenton, last Wednesday morning, 
lat inst. The intelligence of his death was 
heard here, as cluewhere along the Bay of 
Quinte, with great regret, Capt. Porte was 
born in the Couaty of Wexford, Ireland, on 
the 25th of February, 1841, His father was 
a native of King’s county, and occupied the 
position of head constable ; and his mother, 
whose maiden name was Sparrow, was de- 
ascended from an old military family, Capt. 
Porte came to Canada in 1853 and settled at 
Picton, He was educated at the county 
high achool at Picton ond at the grammar 
school, Belleville, and left school in 1859.

cost. On the other hand farmers 
breed their horses, and after they 
are sufficiently educated the same 
course is pursued. Now in both these 
instances there isa yearly loss on ac- 
count of eoprecaHon in value. Spring 
is usually the best time to sell this stock. 
Work that will not stand delay is close 
at hand, and rather than sell them at 
their value and run the chance of re- 
placing them they are retained. The 
difficulty is partly due to farmers not 
pee aes horses in condition for 
sale, hen the winter season comes 
the feed is taken off and horses are fed 
hay without grain in order to curtail 
the expense, as well as to prevent further 
trouble from feeding horses that have 
not sufficient exercise, The grain ra- 
tion is stopped short, or so lessened that 
a hearty horse has to satisfy hunger by 
filling up with more hay than is good 
for him, and which ho generally has 
dealt out to him ad libitum. He conse- 
quently spends his idle hours in gorg- 
ing himself with hay, the value of whic! 
his owner does not take into congidera- 
tion. If the yearly value of keeping 
a horse in proper shape is.taken into 
account, it is found to make the horse 
labor one of the heaviest expenditures 
on the farm. In these days, when 
hand labor is not attainable, the only 
resource is to keep a sufficient number 
of horses of such a stamp that may 
be required to horse the improved im- 
plements of the day, In faot, at present 
a fully equipped set of implements and 
machines in which horses are utilized is 
the only-solution to the farm labor ques- 
tion, therefore how to feed horses cheap- 
ly and always have them in saleable and 
good working condition will have to be 
made more and more a study of, 

The opinion that hay and oats are the 
only kinds of feed suitable to the every- 
day horse ration has been so well handed 
down by old writers that itis ina meas- 
ure dangerous to suggest a substitute, 
The convenient form of both these ar- 


use. 

only suitable for hard worked horses 
must not be overlooked, and that the 
farm horse of necessity must stand idle 
for a large proportion of the winter. 

In order to economize, and atthe same 
time provide suitable diet, the mixture 
that all practical horse breeders use in 
their breeding studsis much in advance, 
and although all do not quite agree as to 
what sort of grain is best and cheapest, 
they all agree that cut feed, hay and 
straw, bran and ground grain can be 
fed with much greater advantage 
and at about half the cost. If a 
feed room is provided in which 
water does not freeze, the mixing 
can be done by wetting the chaff 
and adding the bran and ground grain; 
and if mixed twelve hours previous to 
feeding all the better. Another good 
planis to heat the grain and bran or 
meal and bran in achaldron, and then 
mix with whatever chaff is intended 
to befed. It then forms a most savory 
and nutritious food, amd at yery little 
expense and trouble after the required 
appliances are once in place. By either 
of these methods not only are all the nut- 
ritious elements in the ration made the 
most of, but in this form it is much 
easier on the digestive apparatus than 
when long hay and whole oats are fed. 
At the same time this mixed food 
is not as heating to, the blood of 
horses not being worked. 

Everyone knows that pork and fat 
meat of any kind is both relished and 
conducive to health in the case of a 
man at work out of doors, but place the 
same man on the same diet inside in an 
office, without exercise, and he would 
quickly suffer. Exactly the same prin- 
ciple eppiles to animals on the farm, and 
by studying and testing the different 
modes only the best methods may be 
practically worked out, What in this 
case applies to the idle work horse is still 
more applicable to young colts, as a 
properly balanced ration, properly pre- 
pared as above, will develop them more 
quickly, and at the sametime keep them 
in the best possible state of health,— 
Farmer's Advocate. 


Fattoning Sheep and Lamba. 

In fattening sheep and lambs it is 
greatly important that we have food of 
asuitable character on which to feed 
and fattenthem. Here again much will 
depend upon conditions. The most suit- 
able food for our country might not be 
the most suitable for another; first be- 
cause of the xreater coat of production, 
and second because of its decreased ad- 
aptability to the requiroments of the 
otimatel At the same time it would 
probably be correct to say that food 
factors about the same in character 
would be suitable forthe atates occupy: 
ing the northern half of this great re- 
public, and all the cultivatable portion 
of Canada, The most suitable pasture 
foods for sheop in summer, in those lati-

TRAILED BY A PANTHER, 


In the spring of "783 I entered the ser 
vice of the Canadian Government in the 
capacity of rodman, in one of the num- 
erous parties which at that time were 
engaged in trying to locatoa practicable 
route for the projected Canadian Pa 
cifio Railway through the howling wild- 
‘erness which stretches away westward 
from the shores of Lake Superior. 

My party had spent the summer in 
wunning levels between Thunder Bay 


fall had gone into camp near tho first 
rapids of the Kaministiqnia River, dis- 
‘tant about twenty miles from its mouth. 


since the receipt of our last mail; so, 
immediately upon our arrival at the 
river, a messenger had been dispatched 
for it to Prince Arthur's Landing, about 
‘twenty-three miles down stream, with 
instructions to return without delay. 

Six days had clapsed since Sandy Mac- 

pherson—our messenger—had donned a~- 
stlean shirt and bade us good-bye, with 
many a hearty assurance of a speedy re- 
‘turn; and we were still looking anxiously 
-and yainly down the trail for the first 
sign of his bushy whiskers. 

On the evening of the day aforesaid 
‘the situation in camp had become simply 
desperate. Twenty big-fsted Highlan- 
‘ders sat on the trunk of a fallen tree, 
irs outside the camp, and cursed Sandy 

acpherson; and they were still at it 
‘when, late in the afternoon, I threw 
myself bodily into the ever-widening 
breach and announced my intention of 
bares | for the Landing at once. 

A lull in the swearing succeeded my 
declaration and Sandy Macpherson’s 
heartless desertion of his ‘‘brither” Scots 
in distress was forgotten as twenty pairs 
of hard, honest hands hel me to gird 
on my armor, which consisted of an old 
muzzel-loading ‘“‘Colt’s” and a heavy 
hunting knife. 

The day had been a gloomy, threaten- 
ing one and just as I had completed m 
arrangements for departure a cold, 
But off- I went at 

an Indian lope, a half hour of which 

brought me to the junction of the trail 

with the Pigeon River mail road, at 

which point and close to the river bank 

a crew of prsuecbornens from the old 
_ Hudson Bay post of Fort William had 
recently erected.a logshanty. As I was 
passing this lonely habitation two men, 
who were pushing a punt into the stream 
hailed me and inquired whither I was 
bound. Upon learning that I was on 
_ my way to the settlement, they offered 
me a seat on a pile of empty meal sacks 
in the bottom of the boat, informing me 
atthe same time that they were about 
_ to pull down to the company’s farm, 
distant about six miles, to bring back a 
cargo of potatoes. I gladly accepted 
the invitation and we were soon bowling 
down stream as fast a8 a two-mile cur- 
rent and four stent arms could send us. 

My fellow voyagers, who were both 


a guest and chatted almost incessantly 
as the ugly craft shot down thé swollen 
current. 

We had been rnnning in midstream 
from the start, but as the boat rounded 
a sharp bend in the river it shot into.a 
narrow cove, which gradually terminat- 

-edin a dark ravine. The craft was laid 
alongside the bank, and after haying 
been told fully a half-dozen times that I 
would find the mail road by striking 
out to the right from the head of the ra- 
vine, I leaped ashore amid a perfeot 
shower of “Gude luck to ye.” 

I lost no time in getting ont of the ra 
yine, for night was closing in fast and it 
was of the utmost importance that I 
should reach the road while light enough 
remained to enable me to keep three 
treesinline. Reaching the level, I laid 
my course carefully and followed it at 
arun. I was going along in good shape 
when suddenly I found the ground slop-

} A laugh, a wild, exulting laugh rose

each hair on my head to stand out as if 
| electyified. While my hand instinctively 
} clutched the butt of the revolver, yet 
I drew it forth with a feeling that I had 
to contend with something more than 
mortal, against which earthly w 
wonld be of no avail 
Cold, fatigue, the possibility of per 
ishing from exposure 
tas I listened to that thrilling crs

A Cataloguing Machine. 

There is now in operation at the Free 
Public Library a new cataloguing de- 
vice, the invention of Alexander J. Ru- 
dolph. It is intended to supersede the 
present system of catalogaing iby cards. 
Although the machines may be made of 
any size, thoseat the library are about 
four feet high and 20x26 inches square. 
They resemble polished oak-wood boxes, 
and being on castors may be located in 
any part of a room, as convenience may 
require, 

‘he top or lid is made on glass, and 
beneath this are four loaves or slips, 
which are presented to view. These 
leaves are a part of an endless chain of | 
800 slips. They are arranged alpha- 
betically with a large catch letter at the 
top and by means ofa crank are ran 
over two wooden cylinders, appearing 
in order as they are required for refer- 
ence. 

When these leaves pass from view 
they drop into the case below and aro 
caught on a metal yoke, formed like the 
arc of a circle by small rods, which ex- 
tend from each tenth leaf. They thus 
hang suspended in groups of ten leaves 
each, forming part of the continual 
chain, and ready to be sent on their 
journey over the cylinder again when 
required. 

‘ach of the leaves as seen under the 
glass has edges of grooved metal into 
which slips of equal width and of any 
required depth may be slipped under 
the appropriate index letter. For ex- 
ample, slips bearing the name of the 
snthor, Adams, and his works, are 

laced in position on a leaf. Should 
this author issue another work the slips 
are pushed apart so as to make room for 
another slip Beatin the title of his lat- 
est production; and when it has assum- 
ed its proper placein alphabetical order, 
the slips are pushed up again into close 
position. Aseach of these leaves will 
contain as any words asa royal octavo 
page of print, the information presented 
to alibrarian by 800 of them is very 

considerable. 4 

Accompanying the catalogue machine 

is an ingenious paper-cutting device, 

which permits of the slips required for 

insertion in the leayes being cut to a 

yery narrow and uniform depth if so de- 

sired.—San Francisco Chronicle.

Smallest Country In the World. 

The smallest country in the world is 
said to be the territory of Moresnet, 
Which lies between Belgium and Ger- 
many. It’s 2,000 inhabitants are mostly 
occupied in tin mining, although agri- 
cultureis also engaged in. Military ser- 
vice and election days are unknown. 
The senate of ten members is appointed 
by the mayor, who is chosen by two de- 
legates, one from Belginm and one from 
Germany. The police force consists of 
one man, whose salary is provided by 
the annual reyenue (about 1,200 francs), 
which also maintains the roads and 
schools. The territory was declared in- 
dependent in 1815, to settle the dispute 
when the boundary was fixed between 
Germany and Belzgi both countries 
wanting its tin mines. It contains only 
two and one-half square miles. -

Still, having confidence 
in the prowess of the rattler, I allowed 
the battle togoon, Thesnakelay quiet, 
but was far from being out of the fight.

How a Defaulter Regained Name and 
Wealth, 

That was a queer story Henry Watter- 
son told in his lecture about a defalca- 
tion case at Louisville, saysthe St. Lonis 
Republic. He said that several years 
ago a gentleman holding a commanding 
commercial and social position in the 
Kentucky metropolis had used the funds 
of the corporation of which he was the 
trusted financial head, and when the 
day of accounting came he found he 
was short in his accounts. Tho timo 
was too brief to make the deficit good, 
and his own funds were in such shape 
that he was inextricably entangled. He 
was an honest man, but in a moment of 
overconfidence had permitted himself to 
deviate from the narrow path just 
enough to use the firm’s cash as a tem- 
porary loan, promising to return it 
promptly. When the time came he 
could not. Instead of waiting the inevit- 
able discovery he called a meeting of 
the directors, made a straightforward 
confession, resigned his position and 
threw himself upon the mercy of 
the court, so as to speak, and 
pledged himself to pay every dollar 
if he were not exposed and prose- 
cuted, An animated dis on 
followed, -and a large majority were 
in favor of giving the delinquent a 
chance, His hitherto high standing and 
undoubted business ability were in his 
fayor, not to mention that he might 
haye skipped if he had desired. Two of 
the directors held out, They thought it 
would be compounding a felony, and it 
was an awful thing to let such a man- 
loose upon the unsuspecting community. 
But they were outvoted and the de- 
faulter was given another chance. He 
is now a prosperous and wealthy busi- 
ness man of Louisville. Two years after 
his misfortune one of the two men who 
had objected to his release was a fugitive 
in Texas charged with embezzlement, 
and at the end of another year the other 
fled to Canada to escape arrest on tho 
same charge. In the whirligig of time 
this prosperous merchant, whose early 
misfortune these two men had endeay- 
ored to turn into disgrace and calamity, 
said Colonel Watterson, was the foreman 
of the grand jury that indicted the two 
fugitives.

Now that the eloction is over and the 
question of lynching in the South is re- 
moved from the realm of practical poli- 
tics it may be worth while to turn onr 
attention to it for a serious study. It is 
naserted that negroes are lynched in the 
South because they are black. It is as- 
serted that, as a fact, the South is yet in 
a state of partial barbarism; that it con- 
dones murder and approves of lynching, 
which gratifies passion and saves the ex- 
pense of courts and prisons. 

_ Is this a fact? Certain it is that lynch- 
ing is too common in the South, and for 
that matter throughout the whole na- 
tion. I would distinctly say that I be- 
lieve that lynching isin every sense a 
disgrace to acivilized nation. The nn- 
certainty that attends such execution is 
a horror inexpressible. 

The possibility of murdering an inno- 
cent man through the passion of a mob 
sends a chill to the heart of human- 
ity. But as for that matter, tho possi- 
bility of a legal execution of aninnocent 
man is likewise an unspeakable horror. 
And there is just about as much uncer- 
tainty attending legal executions as upon 
the average executions by lynch law in 
the South. If we takesucha case as that 
of Carlyle W. Harris, who has been sen- 
tenced to death, having been duly con- 
yicted by ajury, we have a fair illustra- 


tion of the fact that with all the possible

With refinement 
of living, tastes become more delicate, and 
strong flavors aro undesirable, Thus sweet 
cream butter which reaches the consumer in 
just the right condition to sult refined 
taste is now in increasing demand, But the 


rast. It is not the raw cream taken directly 

rom the milk and made into butter and 
sent to markot, with a considerable amount 
of buttermilk in it, that some decomposing, 
becomes sour and nauseous, but the cream 
taken from the sweet milk by setting it in 
deop pails in cold water, or separating it by 
the machine used for this purpose, ripened 
by a fermentive process akin to that by 
which the brewer inoculates his wort in 
such a munner that the desired results ace 
reached, This ripening of the cream is 
done by a similar inoculation of germa, now 
being studied, the effects of which are 
approximately known, under certain con- 
ditions of temperature andtime, Thus the 
making of aweet cream butter is a scientific 
process by which the same results are 
generally secured, and the butter comes 
from the churn in such a condition, that the 
lapse of the two or three days between she 
churniog and the use of the butter, is pre- 
cisely the time needed to develop the flavor 
and aroma which is most desirable, And to 
make thia butter, every refinement made 
possible by acience is practised in the dairy.

Feeding Grain to Lambs, 

When wool only is desired, lambs and 
ewes are generally fed on pasture alone, 
but for mutton and more wool, grain is 
fed to the lamb, or to both ewe and 
lamb. J. A. Craig at the Wisconsin 
station, reports (B. 22) that two years’ 
trials show that it pays to feed the 
lambs before weaning, all the grain they 
will eat even when on godd red clover or 
blue grass pasture with their dams, 
When the ewes have been well fed dur- 
ing winter so as to be in good condition 
at lambing time, it did not pay to feed 
them grain when on good pasture, in 
order to secure more rapid and profita- 
ble gain in the lambs. A grain mixture 
of flaxseed oil meal and corn meal for 
feeding lambs, gave better results than 
& grain mixture of cotton seed meal and 
corn meal, During the ten sumnier 
weeks, the Shropshire grade lambs, fed 
the oil meal ration, each made a weekly 
gain of over three pounds, while those 
eating cotton-seed ration, each madea 
weekly gain of less than three pounds. 
With the oil meal ration, 100 pounds of 
gain cost $2, while with the cottonseed 
meal, it cost $3.30. An ingenious lamb 
creep was used to keep the ewes from 
eating the grain foud of the lambs.— 
American Agriculttrist.

Orrawa, March 6.—Consus Bulletin No. 
15 deals with tho causes of doath, Sixty- 
soven thousand six hundred and oighty- 
eight deaths were revorded by tho 
census enumerators as having occurred io 
Canada during the census yoar 1891, but 74 
per cent, of them have no cause assigned. 
nthe zymotic class Canada has a higher 
death rato than England or the two Austra- 
lian colonies ; a lesser death in the constitu 
tional class than England or Victoria, but 
not 60 low as New South Wales ; lowor in 
*‘loval”’ and in violont deaths than either of 
the three. The deaths in cach class wore 
equal to 144.30 deaths of males por 10,000, 
living tnalev, and 135.70 deathe of females 
per 10,000 living females. In Kogland the 
death rate in 1890 was of males, 208 per 
10,000 living males, and of females 183 per 
10,000 living females. Lhe number of deaths 
of males from zymotic, local, violent and ill 
defined discases are greater than of females 
from these classes of disease, and constitu- 
tional and developmental diseases carry off 
more females than males, Of equal numbers 
living there were 1,064 deaths of mules to 
1,000 female deaths, In England there 
were 1,136 deaths of males to 1,000 deaths 
of females, upon which fact the registrar- 
general says, ‘The conditions of life in re-

The man who stole the oats from Mr. 
Sexsmith as reported in our columna last 
week was sentenced at Napance to twelve 
months in the Central prison, 

If mild weather comes the ice on the bay 
will not last long. Already it is beginning 
to open at Lighthouse island, and also at the 
upper end of Captain John’s island. 

Mr, J. D. Fletcher, Mill streot, is ono of 
Her Majesty's Justices of the Peace for the 
county of Hastinus, having been appointed 
when aresident of Rawdon township some 
years ago. 

They are seriously discussing in England 
the project of building o cantilever bridge 
200 feet high and carrying two railway 
tracke across the English channel. The 
estimated cost is $164,000,000, 

The machinery which is being put into 
the Kingston penitentiary for the manufac- 
ture of of binder twine will be of auffizient 
capacity to put ont 500 tonsa year, It will 
be put in operation about July Ist.

Piscatorial shill has been 
carried to a science in this mechanical ar- 
rangement which the inventors claim will 
catch ten fish where one only can be captur- 
ed with the usual apparatus. It appears 
that alive minnow can be placed in an an- 
nealed, flanged, flint glass tube, so arranged 
as to magnify the minnow, leaving a hole in 
each eud to keep the bait alive. One 
minnow lastsa day, The fishermen can use 
angle-worms, crabs, grass-hoppers, or apy 
other bait, so that with an apparatus of this 
description fish stories will soon be at a 
discount, 


The annnal report of the Indian depart- 
ment presented to parliament shows that 
the expenditure in this branch of the seryice 
wae $76,000 lews than in 1891. Thore are 
241 Indian day schools in the Dominion as 
woll us 26 industrial institutions and 28 
boarding achools.

I clipped the following incendiary 
paragra: »h from the pages of The Critic 
uring the past summer: ‘' An entirely 
new edition of ‘The Wide, Wide World,’ 
with eight full-page pictures and 80 other 
illustrations, by Frederick Dielman, will

This work is included in Mr. Arthur 
Penn’s list of a hundred best novels in 
English, and if entitled to be entered 
amongst the first four, according to the 
verdict of the British public, why, of 
course, everyone ought to read it.

The Care of a Piano. 

To keep a piano case in good ordr 
great care must be taken in the applica- 
tion of so-called ‘‘piano polish,” which 
is constantly being offered for the pur- 
pore of making the instrument look 
bright.

Bruises may 
be removed by the application of a little 
pumice stone. Always use a silk duster

OF SEED GRAIN. es

The work of testing the germinating 
power of grain and other agricultura: 
seeds is now in active progress at the 
Central Experimental Farm in Ottawa, 
Up to the present over 1,600 samples have 
been tested and reported on this season, 
and on the whole with very gratifying 
resulta, showing a good percentage of 
vitality, There are, however, some 
districts in the Dominion from which 
samples have been received of very poor 
quality and quite unfit for seed, In some 
ro of Munitoba the barvest season of 
891 was very unfavourable and consider 
able quantities of grain were left out in 
stook or stack all winter and threshed in 
the spring of 1892, A number of samples 
of such grain have been tested and they 
show a very low percentage of vitality, 
many of them ranging from 15 to 40 per 
cent. only, and are quite unfit for seed, In 
some other parts of the Dominion, and 
especially in some sections of Ontario and 
Quebec, the weather during the Jast 
harvest pericd was very wet, and the 
grain in the stook was subject to repeated

Tho name of William Morris is, in 
England, a household word. Mr. Morris 
is perhaps better known in this country 
throngh his established position as the 
foremost among artistic designers and 
manufacturers than asa poet. William 
Morris was born at Walthamstown, near 
London, in 1834. He was educated at 
Marlborough and Exeter college, Ox- 
ford. He studied painting, but did 
not adopt it as a profession, He pub- 
lished in 1858 his first poom, entitled 
“The Defense of Guenevere.” Mr. 
Morris in 1863, with a number of kindred 
spirits now all celebrated in the world of 
art among whom were Dante Gabriel 
Rossetti, Holman Hunt, Ford Madox 
Brown and E. Burne-Jones, sought to 
redeem decorative art, and started in 
London an establishment for artistic 
designing and mannfacturing. An effort

THE HOUSE-KEEPER. 


How She May be Happy ia Spite of Severe 
Toll. 


It has been well said that ‘‘ some wo- 
men keep house, others are kept by their 
houses, and it largely depends on the 
possession of that mysterious sense 
called faculty whether we belong to the 
former or latter class.” i 
Method, order, and an established 
routine are as necessary in housekeep- 
ing as in any other bosiness, though 
there are occasions when the greatest 
executive ability will fail to bring satis- 
faction and order. For instance, where 
a housekeeper is in feeble health, being 
able to work only apart of the time, 
or to work and rest alternately, still is 
obliged to herself perform the multi- 
farious duties necessary in every home. 
Habits of neatness and order will here 
be of incalculable help, bunt as she her- 
self is apart from the world, so the 
home over which she presides will show 
the same points of difference. 

There are housekeepers who allow 
nothing to interfere with the established 
work of the house, and who will never 
put aside the alloted task of aday or hour 
to visit witha friend whom they ma 
not see again in years. The work first, 
ever and always. Then there is that 
other extreme Class who are ever at the 
beck and call of every member of the 
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wettings before it could be houeed, and in 
the meantime some of it sprouted. A 
large proportion of such samples also show 
a low degree of germinating power, and if 
sown as seed will be likely to result in 
poor crops. Any farmers easing to send 
further samples for test should forward 
them without delay; the packages should 
contain about one ounce each, and they 
can be sent to the Experimental Farm free 
through the mail. The samples are tested 
and reports can usually be furnished in 
about ten days after the grain is received. 
_ Last year 16,905 sample bags of promis: 
ing sorts of grain, weighing three pounds 
each, were sent free through the mail to 
9,114 farmers residing in different parts of 
the Dominion. This lurge quantity of 
grain, over twenty-five tons, was of first 
quality and consisted of the most promis- 
ing sorts which have been tested on the 
several Experimental Farms. By instruc 
tion of the Hon. Minister of Agriculture a 
similar distribution ix now in progress for 
this year, and already over 3,000 samples 
have been sent out, and a large number 
are being mailed daily. The object of this 
distribution is to place in the hands of 
good farmers in all parts of the country 
samples of the best varieties of oats, 
barley, wheat, peas, etc., so that they may 
shortly be available for seed in every 
district in the country, and eventually 
result in the displacing of poor, mixed and 
enfeebled sorts, with varieties possessed of 
greatersvigour and fertility, The number 
of samples gent to one applicant is limited 
to two in each case, and on this basis a 
very large number can still be supplied. 
With careful and judicious handling these 
three pound samples will enerally TO= 
duce from one to three bushels the first 
year, and at the end of the second season 
the grower usually has seed enough for a 
large field. The advantages resulting from 
this ‘arge distribution of the best sorts of 
grain obtainable will no doubt in a few 
years be peteraly manifest in an improve- 
ment in the quality and an increase in the 
Panty of the average grain crops of the 

jominion. A circular is sent with each 
sample which the recipients are expected 
to fil upand return at the close of the 
season, with particulars as to the character 
and growth of the grain. The request is 
also made thata sample of not less than 
one pound of the product be returned to 
the Central Experimental Farm, £0 that

A MUTID Y NIPPED, 


In the month of January, 1870, asmall 
bri called the Gospel Teath left New 
Celedonia f0m.tho Sunday Island to 
tranfer six missionaries to a now field of 
labor, Tho Island of New Caledonia, ap 
you will see your map, lies to the 
northwest of New Zealand, while Sun- 
day Island lies to the northeast. There 
were at that date at least 200 English, 
Scotch and American missionaries at 
work auiong tho natives on the islands 
of the South Pacific lying to the north 
of New Zealand. You will rarely meet 
a sailor having a good word for mission- 
ary work away from home, Sad exper- 
ience has demonstrated time and again 
that he is safer among the heathen than 
in the sailors’ boarding: houses of New 
York, Liverpool and Philadelphia, And 
it has always been a puzzle to plain Jack 
Tar why, for every one missionary sent 
ont to convert the heathen, some of his 
own countrymen would ship five barrels 
of rum to the ial same place to offset 
the good work. That is neither here nor 
there, however, and I beg pardon for be 
ing two or three points off my course, 

from 1869 to 1872 I wasin the trading 
schooner White Wings, which plied be- 
tween Australia and New Zealand and 
between the latter conntry and the lar- 
ger islands to the north. We had fre- 
quently met with the missionary brig as 
she transferred missionaries to new fields, 
and it was through us that it was decid- 
ed to send a contingent to Sunday Island. 
We had touched there for trade and 
found a mixed population and a bad 
state of affairs. ‘This report was made 
| in New Caledonia in November, just be- 
fore our sailing for New Zealand. It 
was January before the brig set sail, and 
in the same month we left New Zealand 
onatripto the Friendly Islands. ‘The 
missionary craft bad always been sailed 
by an English captain and mate, with a 
crew of native fishermen and shell gath- 
erers. These latter were always converts, 
and were paid at the rate of $6 a month. 
It was, to our way of thinking, like of- 
fering a prize to anyone who would be 
converted. No matter how good a sailor 
a native was, he could not be shipped 
except on the recommendation of a mis- 
sionary that he had “got religion.” The 
wages, low as they were, were three 
times as much as a fisherman could earn 
otherwise, and so it finally came about 
that you couldn't find one who didn’t 
profess to have been Christianized. I 
won't say that’ four-fifths of them were 
liars and hypocrites, but you will’ pre- 
sently see that some of them were actu- 
ated by the very worst motives in seek- 
ing for a ‘‘change of heart.” 

When the brig was about ready to sail, 
Captain Baker met his death by acci- 
dent. His mate, a Mr. Knowles, was 
competent to navigate, and as mate he 


was given an islander familiarly known 
as ‘‘ Buttons.” He was a fisherman and 
a pilot and got his name from wearing a 
big necklace of brass and horn buttons. 
He had been knownas a tongn character, 
but for the past few months had profes- 
sed religion. Eight men were taken be- 
fore the mast, and the brig carried a 
cook and stewart, making 12in all. Of 
the six missionaries taken aboard there 
was only one man—a Rey. Mr. Straight. 
Of the five women, one was his wife, one 
the wife of Mr. Knowles, and the other 


three were young women 25 to 30 years 


of age. Three of them were to stop at 
‘Sunday Islands and the other three to be 
landed on one of the Esperance Islands 
to the south. The brig was armed with 
six muskets, and the Rey. Mr. Straight 
had a double-barreled fowling piece be- 
sides, he being something of asportsman, 
as wellas a very enthusiastic missionary.

The boat was beached only a few yards 
away, and the men had scarcely landed 
when they began to quarrel over the 
possession of the women, and in 10 min.

Their dispute 
waxed hot, and they came to blows, but 
before anyone had been seriously in- 
jured, “Buttons declared a truce, and 
the row was stopped.

Advices from St. Petersburg give the 
details of a rad loss of life amoug « band of 
couvicts houud for the prisons of Siberia, 
The band numbered in all three hundred 
and seventy-four persons, including a large 
number of persops sentenced to exile for 
political crimes. Ia accord-uce with the 
oustom, the convicts were marching to their 
variona destinations. They had epent the 
night in Tomek, Western Siberia, and 
coutinacd their journey early in the morn- 
ing A snowstorm was prevailing aud when 
six hours’ march from ‘Yomsk, the storm had 
becomegso severe that all the roads were 
obliterated. Cbained together the convicts 
strug; led on until gradually the weaker ons 
fellin the deep suow, dragging the etronger 
ones down with them, Despite the eflorts 
of the Goseack guards, the extiausted people 
could make no uttempt to save themselves, 
aud they were abandoned to freeze to death 
whilo the others were driven forward, those 
in charge of them hoping to get them in 
shelter, ‘Lhe storm covtinued to increase in 
violeuce, and the travelling became worse 
and worse.

BARLY STEAMBOATS AND STEAM. 
SHIPS. 


Mr. Sandford Fleming at a recent meet- 
ing of the Canadian Institute read an 
interesting paper on carly steamboats and 
early steamships. Severrl of the facts 
sresented will be of interest to readers of 
Tue Trimunk. There are many records of 
attempts to propel vessels by steam before 
the beginning of the century, The most 
successful were those of Mr, Miller, on 
Dalawinton Loch in Scotland in 1788 and 
of Mr. Symington on the Forth and Clyde 
Canal some twelve years later, These and 
other inventors devoted much time ond 
money to accomplish the object they had 
in view, but these early efforts were of the 
character of experiments, and it is general- 
ly conceded that the first really successful 
attempt to navigate water by steam power 
for regular public traffic was in 1807, In 
that year the Clermont was launched on 
the Hudson, New York. She was built by 
Mr. Fulton who had visited Scotland and 
profited by the efforts of Miller and Sym- 
ington. The Clermont was 130 feet iene 
with a breadth of 164 feet. Her engine 
was made in England. She attained a 
speed of five miles an hour and plied 
between New York and Albany for some 
years. In 1809 the first steamboat appear- 
ed onthe St. Lawrence. This was the 
Accommodation, built by John Molson, of 
Montreal. She was 75 feet long in the 
keel and 85 feet long on deck. She made 
the distance from Montreal to Quebec in 
36 hours sailing time. Other countries 
followed suit. As far as investigation 
shows reguiar steamboats were seen for 
the first time in the following order: on 
the Hudson in 1807; St. Lawrence 1809; 
Clyde 1812; Severn 1813; Mississippi 
1814; Humber 1814; it was 1815 before

The United States and Canada both 
claim the honor of building the first steam- 
ship to cross the Atlantic, but a conrider- 
ation of a} the facts lead to the conviction 
that the Dominion ia entitled to the 
enviable distinction, ‘Those who favor the 
claim of the United States found their 
argument on the ship Savannah a vessel 
built io New York, and lannched on Aug. 
22nd, 1818. She was 360 tons burden. A 
Steam engine was placed on deck, and 
shifting paddle wheel were contrived so 
that they could be lowered over the sides 
of the vessel. in calm weather and brought 
again on deck when the wind rose. She 
had small capacity for coal and some 
assert that she burned only wood, She 
was eimply then a sailing ship which in 
suitable weather made use of paddle 
wheels, The Savannah crossed the 
Atlantic in 1819, leaving the port of 
Savannah May 22nd and reaching Liver- 
pool June 20th thus making the passage 
in less than thirtyglays, It is stated that 
steam was used over eighteen days, und 
the Jog records that the shifting paddles 
were used for a few hours at a time when 
the condition of wind and sea adinitted, 

but it is obvious that the sails were chiefly 
depended upon throughout the yoyage. 
There is no mention as to the paddles 
having been used on the return yoyage and 
on her return to America the machinery 
was remoyed and she assumed her original 
character as a sailing ship. Giving the 
Savannah the fullest credit for all that 
may be due to her, it cannot be affirmed’ 
that she crossed the Atlantic under steam, 
nor can it be pretended that she was the 
pioneer of the ocean steamship service of 
to-day in any sense. The only other 
example on record of a vessel similar to 
the Savannah is the Bnterprise a ship 
which made o voyage in 1825 to India 
assisted by steam. 

The first steamship to cross the Atlantic 
was the Royal William, a vessel built by a 
joint stock company at the yard of Camp- 
bell & Black in Quebec, in the year 1830- 
31. The designer of the ship aud super 
intendent of its construction was James 
Goudie, born in Quebec 1809, and who 
died 1892, The ship was launched in 
1831 with more than ordinary ceremony 
and was named after King William IV, 
then on the throne. The ship was towed 
to Montreal to receive her machinery, and 
on being fitted for sea, her first voyage was 
to Halifax. Before setting out for Erg. 
land, she traded between Quebec, Halifux 
and Boston, and was the first British 
Steamer to arrive at*the latter port, In 
the list of owners CHReare the names of 
the three brothers Joseph, Henry and 
Samuel Canard, of Halifax, Her dimen- 
sious were: length 160 feet; hold 17 feet 
9 inches; breadth outside 44 feet; breadth 
between paddle boxes 28 feet; she had 
three masts schooner rigged; builder's 
measurement 1,370 tons; with accommo-

DEATH OF AN AGED RESIDENT. | ¢ 


Capt. Isaac Morden, one of the oldest and 
most respected residents of the Bay district, 
died at his residence, Northport, at 9 a.m, 
Saturday, March 18th, aged 93 years, 5 
months and 18 days, The deceased was 
born at Northport on Sept, 30th, 1799, and 
was tho son of Jamon and Margaret Morden, 
Mr, James Morden, father of the deceased, 
was one of the United Empire Loyalists, 
who first settled on the shores of the Bay of 
Quinte. He belonged to the King’s Royal 
Provincial Regiment of New York State, 
Sir J, Johnson, commander, and was dis 
charged in 1785 at Montreal. He was the 
first person who built at the present village 
of Northport ; his wife’s maiden name was 
Parliament. The subject of this notice had 
lived all his life in Northport, his residence 
being the stone house about one quarter of a 
mile from that village, facing on the shore 
of the Bay of Quinte. Here he lived and 
prospered as a successful farmer, and was 
held in high respect by people of all classes, 
He married Mivs Lucy Craig, by whom ho 
had four children, one son and three daugh- 
ters, His wife died several years ago, and 
his son William died in 1847. His three 
daughters still survive: Mrs, John Baker, 
of Michigan, Mrs, Jas, Rednor, of Rednors- 
ville, and Mra, Wm, Wilson, who lived in 
the homestead with her father, He held a 
captain’s commission in the militia, and 
commanded a troop of cavalry during the 
rebellion of 1837. As has been stated, the 
deceased was a prosperous farmer, and gave 
great attention to raising horses, in which 
he was very successful, It was he who first 
developed the Lippo Tip breed, which 
gained such a name in later years. He was 
in great demand as a judge of horses at the 
various fairs, and frequently served in that 
capacity at Kingston and other leading cen- | 
tres of the district. He was ever distin- 
guished for his kind and courteous bearing, 
and this he maintained until the last. He 
was distinguished for his wonderful memory 
of past events, and could give day and date 
on which circumstances occurred to a degree 
which was truly marvellous. He was only 
sick a few days, and retained his mental 
fuculties to the last hours of his illness, re- 
cognizing visitors who called upon him, In 
politics he was a etaunch Conservative, and 
did good work for his party in many a cam- 
paign. He was a consistent member of the 
Chaorch of England, ‘he funeral, which 
was very numerously attended, took place 
on Monday afternoon, Ae deceased had 
been connected with the order of Oddfel- 
lows the members of the local lodge attended 
ina body, Vlogs were flying at half-mast 
in the village of Northport ag a mark of re- 
spect to the memory of the aged pioncer. 
The funeral sermon was preached by Rev, 
Mr. Loucks, of Picton, who took as his text

It is very evidentthat Burns never wrote 
English without a conscious effort to 
bring it under the control of his mind. 
His thought flowed most naturally into — 
his own mother tongue. “ 

This tongue is nota mere dialect o 
English. Asaspoken languageit differs — 
from literary English almost as inuch as 
English does from Dutch. It is t 
language of a people that once had a 
strong national spirit; that even yet has — 
not lost it. ©. 

Beginning to write Scotch, Burns did 
/ not have to invent a phonetic system to- 
express its sounds. He not only spoke 
it as his mother tongue, but he found its 
spelling. already determined by a yery 
considerable body of Scotch literature 
—especially of Scotch lyrical poetry. 
The spelling used in this to express 4 
Scotch sounds he followed, and it con- 
veyed the idea of the sound toallSeotch 
ears. .

But one substantial advantage is afforded 
an Ambassador over a Minister, The for- 
mer moy at all times demand a personal in- 
terview with the Soyercign as o matter of 
right while the latter can only claim an 
audience us a favor. This privilege how- 
ever, would be more useful in Russia or Ger- 
many thao Great Britain, whence a convor- 
sation with the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs would answer the purpose 
fully as well as an audience from the Queen, 
The change so far as the United States is 
concerned, turns upon the recont legislation 
authorizing the President to create Ambass- 
dors in the place of Ministers as representa- 
tives abroad. It is probable that the chief 
Europeun countries will fotlow the example 
of Great Britain and France 40 soon as they 
receive assurances of the American Minis- 
tership being raised to the rank of an 
Embassy.

UNLPED STATES LAKE GOMMERGCE, 

Mr. H. A. Griffin, of Cleveland, in an 
article ia the Angineering Magazine gives 
many interesting facte. The following may 
be eh iatorent to readers of The Ty NET 
The great lakes havo an stea of 270.000 
square milos aud United States coast line of 
3,000 miles. The luke ship building industry 
hau w capital of nearly $18,000,000, The 
annual average of the new construction 
during the past three years has con wo little 
| over 100,000 gross tone, mainly iron and 
steel steamers, and generally 2000, to 3000, 
tona each in carrylog cap y. At the 
boginning of the present year there were 
fifty-one veasels under construction or 
contract at an estimated cost of $6,900,000, 
or about $70 per ton, Tho total proms 
tonnage of tho 1,502 steam vessels and 2 008 
sail aud tow vessels oo the lakes in 1891 
waa 1,154,780, at an catimated value of | 
$70,000,000, In five years that tonnage 
had increasod 87,24 per cent, and the value 
86,47 per cent, the increase being mostly in 
iron and ateel vessels, The average size of 
the vessels of the lake marine is twice os 
larce as that of the ocean merchant marine ; 
the tonnage of the lakes is now nearly 30 
per cent of the total of the merclmnt marine 
of the United States ; during the five yours 
ended with 1891 the stoam veasela built 
upon the lakes aggiegated 407,695 tons, 
while the total of the sumo class of vossols 
for the Atlantic, Pacific and gulf coasts and 
woatern rivers wae 787 tous. There are 
40,000 men employed on tho vesrels of the 
lake marine. The tonnage passing Detroit 
in 1890 was 21,888,472 tons—a million tons 
greater than the entire foreign and coastwise 
trade of London. The total freight carried 
in 1892 is estimated at 34,000,000 tons, 
valued at 400,000,000, It included 9,000, 
000 tons of iron ore, 4,500,000 of grain and 
flour, 6,000,000 of coal, 7,000,000 of lumber, 
8,000,000 of foreign merchandise, and 4,500 - 
000 of other coarse products and domestic 
merchandise, The tonnage passing the 
Sault Ste, Maric canal in the Inke season 
(soven aud one-half months) is greater than 
that passing through the Suez caval in a 
whole year, The commerce of Cleveland is 
equal to that of Liverpool or Hamburg. As 
a reeult of colarged tonnage freight rates 
have been reduced. In 1860 it cost fifteen 
cents a bushel to carry grain by water from 
Chicago to Buffalo ; in 1891 it cost only two 
and one-half cents, Tle great feature of 
the ship-building reform and the real canse 
oi the enormous progress is the substirution 
of iron and ateel for wood construction. Ih» 
draught of vessels, on account of shoals sud 
bars, has been limited to 154 feet, so thut 
the lurgest carrying capacity was sought on 
that draught. But the great weight of a 
wooden veesel would not admit a carrying 
capacity of more than 2,000 tons, whereas 
safe iron veesela with that draught limit can 
carry 3,200 tone, ‘This bas virtually put an 
end to the wooden-sbip era on the Jakes.

PARTNEKSHIP REGISTRATION, 


The penalty recently Inflicted on a busi- 
ness man in North Bay for neglecting to 
register a pattuership hus drawn our atten- 
tion to the law of this province on the sub- 
ject, and for the benefit of our busincss mer, 
and as 4 warning to them not to be caught 
pappiog, we herewith give a short summary 
of it, 

‘The law requires that all persons associat- 
ed in partnership for trading, manufactur- 
ing or mining purposes shall file a declara- 
tion of such partnership in the local registry 
ottice, which declaration must state among 
other things, the name of the firm, and the 
name, occupation and residence of each and 
every partner, 

Asimilar declaration must also be filed 
whenever any change or alteration takes 
place in the membership of the partnership, 
or in the firm name, or in the residence of 
any partnership. 

Until a new declaration is filed former 
partvers of the firm are deemed to be still 
pactners and liable as such, 

Again a single individual who really has 
no partners, but who carries on basiness 
otber than bis own, or under a firm or com- 
pany name, or with the addition of the 
words ‘*& Co.” to his own name, must also 
register, 

The penalty for non-compliance with the 
act is a fine of $100 on each and every mem 
ber of the firm, half of whith penalty goes 
to the informer, 

The object of the act is, of course, the 
protestion of the public by furnishing them 
with a ready means of obtaining information 
as to the real composition, membership and 
responsibility of a business house. Co- 
operative cheese factories are excepted from 
the operations of the uct,

Ifthe Rule Exists Under Which the Fy...

Abolished At Once—A Helpless Pationt

incident that is typical of the extreme to 
which professional etiquette may Le 
carried, A patient lay ill of a raging 
fever, whose progress, upparently, had 
not been prevented or mitigated by the 
remedies prescribed by the doctor “in 
charge” of the case, That doctor was 
even distasteful to the latter, but had 
been called in merely because he hap- 
pened tobe near at hand. ‘The sick man 
protested strongly against the continu- 
ance of the seemingly useless treatment 
and insisted that his family physician 
should be called. In a spirit of courtesy, 
the attending physician was told of the 
facts and of the wish of the patient. 
The family doctor was summoned and 
was met by the attending physician. 
‘The two doctors had a private consul- 
tation, and asa result the attending phy- 
sician announced that he would “remain 
in charge,” despite the objections of the 
patient and the family, despite the know- 
ledge that every visit so irritated and ex- 
asperated the patient as to increase the 
fever of the helpless but thoronghly in- 
dignant victim. The family then made 
an almost piteons appeal to the family 
physician to visit the patient, whose con- 
| dition was such as to occasion grave 
} alarm and the most depressing fears, but 
the reply was made that no reputable 
physician in Massachusetts would so | 
imperil his standing under the rules 
which govern physicians as to attend a 
patient so long as the ‘attending physi- 
cian” refused his consent. 
The facts in the case are indisputable, 
and are given from personal knowledge. 
The consideration that under the circum- 
stances the very life of the patient might 
be endangered made no impression upon 
| the two doctors, who looked dnly to the 
| “etiquette” of their profession. If the 
medical practitioners stated the rule cor- 
rectly, one doctor in this commonwealth 
may have the conceded right to prohibit 
the attendance of another doctor on a 
{ patient, no matter ~what the wishes or 
| state of the sick man may be, and as a 
result of an exaggerated deference to 
this “etiquette” it is possible to suppose 
that a patient, constantly irritated and 
excited under a condition that demands 
rest and quiet, may die, but the senseless 
etiquette must have been observed, It 
may be true that the case cited is an un- 
‘uasual one, and it can readily be conced- 
ed that there are many humane doctors 
who would not allow an empty form of 
etiquette to stand in their way under 
such circumstances. Yet it still remains

The sub-committee of council desire to 
direct attention to the fact that during the 
past year no less than 613 entries for 
fomvstesds in Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories were made by pereons 
coming from the United States of America. 
The sub-committee state this number 
wonld be greatly increased only for the 
recent order putting an end to the admis- 
sion into Canada of settlers’ cattle from 
that county upon a veterinary examination 
and report and enforcing the 90 days 
quarantine at all points along the inte:- 
national boundary from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. The committee considered this 
class of settlers as particularly valuable 
as they bring a fine equipment and Bre

To those who 
cannot drive their cattle to Hstevan a 
terhporary quarantine station may be 
iatablished at Gretna, The committee 
propose that the care, feeding and water- 
ing of the animals shall be paid for by the 
Canadian government, It will also be 
necessary to make provision for the brand- 
ing and registration of the animals on 
arrival, 80 that upon the expiry of the 90 
days, there may be no difficulty in ea 
them to their owners. It is recommende 
that the mounted police should undertake 
this duty soasto save cost. The C.P.R. 
had promised all assistance to the scheme 
which has been adopted by the Dominion 
government,
